President Harding's latest proposal for 
a settlement of the rail strike which 
perhaps is the best augury of an even- 
tual acceptance by both. 


For the president is at the end of 


his rope—he 
has -exhausted every 


means of mediation at his command 
except one and that is a personal ad- 
dress to congress when the house 
comes back next Tuesday. 
In that 


address Mr. Harding can ask for an 
amendment to the transportation act 
which will put tseth in it and com- 
pell the railroad executives and work- 
ers to obey the United States Rail- 
road Board or suffer a penalty for vi- 
olating its decisions. 


Until now there has been no penal- 


ty for disregarding the transportation 
act. 
Mr. Harding is building up a 


cass for further legislation. In his 
latest proposal it will be noted that 
he calls attention to the public pledge 
given by the railroads and the shop- 
men that they will recognize the val- 
idity of the decisions of the- board. 
Should they disregard that pledge the 
moment the chief executive suggests 
the settlement of a troublesome issue 
through the instrumentality of the 
labor board the need for legislation 
will be so obvious that congress will 
have to choose between a seizure of 
the railroads and a return to govern- 
ment operation which has proved so 
costly to the taxpayers or the enact- 
ment of an amendment to cure the de- 
fects in the transportation act now 
on the statute books.

Marie, had 
dug up the body and carried it to the 
beach of Lake Huron, 30 yards from 
its grave where parts of it were found 
three months later, tha center of a 
strife between two hungry dogs that 
had unearthed it. 


The woman collapsed before she had 


well started on the story and the ma- 
jor portion rer»gJnB yet to be told. 
Two other confessions, one of Clifford 
Harrison, a brother of Mrs, Knudson, 
and of a man named William Gow tell- 
ing about the grave incident are said 
to be ki the hands of the authorities.

Oklahoma, where there are both men and 
women. 


When Miss Jeanette Rankin was a 


member 
oT congress—the first woman 


member—she was looked upon as the of- 
ficial spokesman for the women's inter- 
ests. 
When war was declared she voted 


against the declaration. 
Miss Robertson 


did not. have the opportunity vote in 
favor of war but she has said that she 
would have voted for the declaration had 
she been in congress. At her-restaurant 
in Muskogce she fed any hungry soldier 
•who came along and she helped look after 
the families of soldiers when the latter 
Mrere away. 


However, Miss Robertson did not take 


the role of the soldiers' special' friend 
when she went to, congress. She was out- 
spoken in her opposition of the bonus, 
saying the country could not afford to pay 
out billions of dollars at this time. 
Early 


in her congressional career Miss Robert- 
son found herself out of favor with some 
of the suffrage leaders. She had opposed 


before the constitutional amend- 


ment was ratified and she denied owing: 
any allegiance to those who had worked 
for equal rights. 
Some of the women 


leaders predicted that she would he de- 
feated. 
She went about her district say- 


ing she was a Christian, an American and 
a Republican. 
The voters of her party 


renominated her, and although she lives 
in a normally Democratic district she is 
confident that she will he re-elected this 
fall. 


ARMAMENT AND CREDITS 


However much the country may dis- 


agree with Senator Borah on some of the 
most important questions that have come 
up for consideration in recent years, his 
position on the relation of European 
debts to disarmament is (likely to arouse 
the interest of a good many people. 
On 


the question of debt cancellation he says: 


There is nothing: to be srained by our can- 


celing this debt, or any part of it, if the gigantic 
military and armament programs of Europe are 
to continue. It would amount in practical ef- 
fect to our aiding, and abetting the building- up 
of these great military and armament establish- 
ments, and thereby ih.nting war. If cancella- 
tion is to be considered at all. it should be con- 
sidered in the interest of humanity, of economic 
sanity. 


For the United States to release its 


European debtors from payment so that 
they might spend their money for large 
armaments would most certainly be indis- 
creet, but the relation between cancella- 
tion and armament is hardly as direct a* 
Senator Borah arranges it. 
There is 


every reason to believe that France would 
have disarmed if it had received the as- 
surance provided by the Anglo-American 
combination treaties. 
Great Britain did 


its part in this way. but as the senate re- 
jected our part of the treaty the whole 
program failed. 
Thus France was left 


without direct assurance of aid in case of 
another assault such as it has twice suf- 
fered m fifty years. 
If Senator Borah 


and his friend had used th^ir influence to 
have the senate act differently on this 
treaty, 
conditions in Europe probably 


would have been much better: certainly 
they could have been no worse. 


In addition to the German menace, 


which is no doubt exaggerated at present, 
there is the Russian menace which is 
hard to estimate. 
That Russia has an 


enormous army available there can be 
little doubt, but there can be much doubt 
as to the effectiveness of such an army 
when the questions of munitions, main- 
tenance and transport are taken into con- 
sideration. 
Nevertheless it could make 


much trouble for the buffer states. 
If 


the Russian bolshevik tyrants were so 
minded. 
Perhaps one reason why they 


are not so minded is that France has not 
disarmed and Italy still maintains a for- 
midable army. 


Nevertheless, there is a relation, how- 


ever indirect, between armament and 
credits, and it would be worth while for 
our debtors to give some r-onsideration to 
it. The suspicion with which the civilized 
nations of western Europe still regard 
one another is a shocking commentary on 
the persistence of prejudice. 
In all their 


defensive preparations they are distrust- 
ful, and they continue to spend enormous 
sums in this-way while they explain the 
impossibility of paying their debts. 
It 


is not likely that there be, any cancella- 
tion of debts by the United States in the 
near future, and before there is any seri- 
ous talk of such an action, the debtors 
should remember that the United States 
has a pretty definite idea of how they are 
spending a good deal of their money. On 
what the League of Nations might have 
done if the United States, with the ap- 
proval of Mr. Borah a.nd his friends had 
joined it. it is futile to speculate, but 
there is a large—and perhaps increasing 
—number of people who think that both 
the credit and armament problems would 
now be easier of solution.

ion in the most effective known way, and that 
s the way any Boy Scout or 
Girl 
Scout can 


each. The prone pressure or Schafer method is 
tie simplest and best of all known methods, bet- 
er than any apparatus, and is thus described by 
chafer himself: 
"It consists m laying the subject in the prone 
osture" (Which means on his belly) "preferably 
n the ground, with a thick folded garment un- 
erneath" the 
chest 
and 
epigastrium"

means the middle of the body). The operator puts

No description of the method can compare with 
n actual demonstration on a volunteer subject, 
nd only by actual performance of the method 
pon a volunteer can one become qualified to ap- 
ly it. 
The folded garment underneath the body is not 
ssential. 
The subject's head is turned to either side, so 


hat th<> face shall not be upon the ground. 


Any water in the chest will drain from the 


mouth with the subject in this posture. 
Only an 


mbecile will think of "rolling a daowning person 
n a barrel." 
The special importance of this method is that 


t is always instantly available and will save lifo 
/hilp waiting even a few minutes for the arrival 
f any apparatus my be prove fatal. 
The individual not competent to apply artificial 
espiration in an emergency shoulders a responsi- 
ility which may cost the life of one dear to him.

lem of interallied debts, and betrayed 
their impuissance to maintain the

ter the situation got worse. In 1919 
it was easy to stabilize the mark.

Mr. Leo. who has written songs for 


a great many music-hall favorites, and 
has had 30 years' experience of this 
work, is frankly depressed at the pros- 
pects of the popular song'writer. 


"The position 
is impossible," 
he 


said. "Good songs are being written 
by people with talent, but it is hope- 
less to try to 'place' them. 


"The reason is that tho majority of 


artists today take their songs from 
publishers, who do not charge them 
anything for the right of 
singing 


songs, but actually pay them well for 
doing so. A publisher is glad to pay 
a well-known artist a 
considerable 


sum in order to push some inferior 
song which he has bought out. 


"In tho old days a wrrter took his 


lyrics, to an artist and sold them on 
their merits. The other day I showed 
a song to a variety artist, who agreed 
that it would suit him very well, but 
ho was belnc paid £<1 a wefik by a 
publisher to sing •om« quite poor bal- 
lad,"
